The prosecution found out
about the confession and subpoe-
naed Mr. Skeen and ordered him
to bring the sealed packet to Val-
entine. Information has leaked
out that the contents of this con-
fession is practically the same
story as was first printed about
the hanging. It is alleged the
confession states that the four
men gathered at the Heath home
on the night of the murder and
went from there to the home of
G. H. Jack. Heath stood in the
door and was the one who placed
the rope over Sellers’ head. After
taking him to the telephone pole,
it is explained in the confession
that George Weed lifted Sallers
while the other three pulled on the
rope. Sellers hands were tied be-
hind his back. The prosecution
claimed to have a witness who
would swear that about a year ago
Eunice Murphy said that she
would have married Scllers but
for objection from the Heath fam-
ily.

In accepting the plea of murder
in the second degree in the case of
the four men it barred the state
from trying the Marphy girl as
she was charged with being an ac-
cessory to murder in the first de-
gree and she was immediately re-
leased from custody. Miss Mur-
phy will go to Missovri where she
has relatives. To a woman repor-
ter for an outside paper, Miss
Murphy said:

"So much that is untrue has
been published that I do not like
to say anything. I will say that
I bad no connection in any way
with the hanging of Mr. Sellers.
Idid not know the boys were

going to do it, and I did not be-

lieve it when I heard it from them
until I was convineed by others
that what they said was true. 1
do not care to deny all the false
reports but they said it was
charged that I left the country,
when the fact is, everyone knew
where I was and the moment I
learned they wanted me, I re
turned.

** Another thing, it is also said
that I made the remark, ‘We will
get the money,” or something to
that effect. I did make the re-
mark meaning that I would mort-
gage my property to assist my
brother, which I did.

*'This was taken up and mis-
interpreted as referring to Mr.
Sellers’ money. There were other
things said, just as untrue as these
but I don’t feel like discussing
them. No one will ever know
what I have suffered since this
awful thing hes happenea, I car-
not understand it all. What wor-
ries me most is my little brother.
I hope that he will be treated
kindly.”

Miss Murphy’s “little brother”
is 15 years old and about 6 feet
tall.
